Laying the Ghost of 
‘Unconstitutionality’ 


„ One of the big noises raised against the 
anti-Inching bill by the Tory Democratic fili- 
busterers in the Senate is that the measure 
is “unconstitutional.” Meanwhile, this dis- 
graceful filibuster has entered Its third week 
—making a tragi-comedy of democracy and 
the Constitution. 

According to. the “liberal” Republican 
Sen. Borah—a leading theoretician of the 
handful of sabotagers—the anti-lynching bill 
is an “unconstitutional invasion of states’ 
rights.” 

An article in the current Columbia Law 
Review, published yesterday by the Columbia 
University Law School, made another rapier 
thrust into this rotten argument. In sup- 
port of the anti-lynching bill, the Review 
stated in part: 

“If a record of State inaction with respect 
to lynching chiefly of Negroes, covering the 
entire period since the Civil War does not 
justify corrective legislation by Congress, 
then the Fourteenth Amendment, intended 


primarily at least for the protection of Ne- 


groes, has completely missed its mark.” 

Bearing out the truth of this are the 
lynching statistics of 1937, showing that 
there were nine lynchings, in which there 
were no arrests, no indictments and no con- 
victions. In all cases the victims were taken 
from “overpowered” sheriffs. 

It is this defiant nullification of the 13th, 
14th and 15th Amendments, which the 
Southern reactionaries are defending in the 
Senate. And the anti-lynch filibuster is the 
emery wheel upon which the Senate Tories 
are sharpening their axe for wages and hour, 
adequate farm aid and other social legisla- 
tion. 

A flood of protests from labor, progres- 


gives and liberal: should demand the smash- 
ing of this filibuster, and a showdown vote 


on the anti-lynching bill. The 18 Senators 
who oppose this bill are not only lined up 
against the 73 who support it, but against 
the Negro people, and the forces of progress 
and democracy throughout the country.

The barrage of business propaganda to 
repeal the taxes on big profits and capital 
gains continues as business representatives 
are attempting to blame the economic reces- 
sion on the taxes. This week, the House 
Committee brought in a sub-report declaring 
that the claims that taxes on surpluses had 
“interfered with business have been greatly 
exaggerated.” ä 

At the same time, such statements as 
that of Mr. Spruill are aceumulating to give 
further evidence of a deliberate policy of 
sabotage to force concessions from the Ad- 
ministration in regard to taxes, labor and 
farm legislation.
